CHURCH arcsic 


The problem of church music is at pres- 


ent making an anxious spot in the minds 
of some thoughtful people of our city. 
The question with whicb they are con- 
cerned is involved in th« logical position 
of muelc in aohurch service and the po- 
sition that a certain public --*ste or train- 
ing seems to demand for it--whether it is 
to be a part of or supplement worship, or 
whether His to be tenderer as mere en- 
tertainment. 


There seems to be no quc ttion as to the 


proper place of music in e religious ser- 
vice. A principal purpo*, if not the 
principal purpose of such service ia wor- 
ship, another is tbe teaching of Jesus as a 
•aviour and a socializing for je. If music is 
to have a part in the fulfill nenb of these 
purposes tt sbould not be < f a character 
thtt develops a atate of soalor mind an- 
tagonistic to them. 
Iteho.ild be an aid. 


It should not lead the rnmd away from 
these to the consideration md apprecia- 
tion of something that is pu-ely ee:ular or 
material, no matter to what high planes 
it leads. It sbould stimalat e the worship* 
fill aide of the listener's n iture and help 
ruder tbe mind more re< eptive to the 
teachings that the church offers. Failing 
la this 
it 
fails to 
d> its proper 


part and divides tbe power of the church. 
It would appear that at present there ia 
either a competition beta sen the minis- 
ter and the choirmaster foi supremacy, or 
that the church as a house of worship, as 
an institution having the care of things 
•Mtftual, *• •> moral teaeb er finds insuf- 
ficient appreciation, and n compelled to 
resort to a species of allurement that she 
may have atrjpporlunity todosoraetbing 
in the way of accomplish i ig her mission. 
Few, no doubt, would likt to admit that 
elaborate program* of mo *ie in churches 
perform a similar office tc the bass druci 
of the Salvation army, yet the facts are of 
•.kind and in quantity to p ive tbe profane 
critic too good justification for declaring 
just this. 


We remember attending a recent evei - 


ing service in one of our k cal churches at 
which a well-advertised soloist was to 
siug. We painfully noted tbe conditions. 
On previous evenings we had no difficulty 
in making choice of a * 'at without the 
assistance of an usher, but on this one we 
were compelled to tak«- what rest we 
con'd fiud in leaning against the wall. 
The singer aang and all was attention. 
Prayer was offered without much dissent 
on the part of the congregation and then 
the organist turned to hit instrument and 
drew from it what seemed to us a remon- 
strance to the whole pi oeeediug. Sud- 
denly the basses shouted oat and suddenly 
stopped, appearing as if 1 hey bad became 
ashamed of themselves for making so 
mach noise in so s&cre i a place. The 
organ, which had been slow up to this 
point, made a grand ru; h in an evident 
nttftnpt to catch up, and tneo part after 
part of the chorus fell in until all were 
doing thunderously well. This appeared 
to please, and wheu the unimportant 
minister arose there wr B no eud to the 
adjustment of persons to restful positions 
in seats. 
Only a few v> ent out at this 


juncture for the well-a clvertised singer 
waa to sing again. 


There is nothing tnco:r patible in music, 


prayer and preaching, and art need not 
be abut out from church music. We hope 
to see tbe choinnuten c ome to a proper 
conception of their place and their art in 
church services. They < an take us as we 
leave the street, somewhat distracted by 
ever present worldly cares, and by sweetly 
solemn music fit us for rightly receiving 
the pulpit message. TI ey can make us 
follow the prayer much as if the words 
were uttered by ourselvt 3 and we person- 
alty were making tbe appeal to Heaven. 
They must not make us feel that that 
music was worth a del la-. They must not 
take us out of tbe depth i of ourselves, but 
turn as into them that % c may tbe more 
reojize our need of spirit ualbelp and the 
better appreciate, 
ti u christianizing 


power. To do this is an important work, 
a work grander and moi e lasting than the 
spectacular attracting o numbers. Only if 
the evolution of tbe obi rch is making it a 
mere school of ethics tho choir master* 
may go on in their worl: of secularization, 
and hasten tbe day whe a tbe minister and 
pulpit shall have dissaj>peared and tbeir 
places be filled by a sUf e and the libretto 
of the Sunday opera.

Jackets are much altered from last aoa- j 


son's models. No more godcts ore seen on , 
the hips and only two or three very slight j 
ones at the lack, a little below the -waist. 
Jackets arc also shorter than they were, 
the basque falling very little below the 
hips. The front is straight, as a rule, with- 
out darts and buttoning in the middle 01

at the side. Tbe back, la very dose fitting, 
however, boring a seram in tho middle 01 
being cut whole, according to fancy. Be- 
vera have disappeared to a, great extent, the 
jacket buttoning up to the collar, which 
to be fashionable must be high and flaring. 
Sometimes it is turned down upon itself 
In the form of seal laps, tabs or a plain 
band. The collar maybe cut separately and 
eewed on the garment or may be cut In 
one with It. Novelty demands that it,shall 
be lined with fur, moufion, chinchilla, er- 
mine and other light Kinds being pre- 
ferred. 


The sleeves are close to ti point well 


above the elbow, above which there Is « 
moderate f ullness. "When tho sle«ve is in 
one piece—that Is, without im outside seam 
—it is necessarily lesa tight than when it 
Is in two pieces. U is ornamented to match 
the body of the jacket. 
Straight sacks show the same effects in 


collars and sleeves, although the latter are

Somethlnr About Oiflhcloths. 


Nearly every housekeeper has a favorite 


material for dishcloths. Some people util- 
ize pieces of stockinet for this purpose. 
While these are soft they are not strong, 
and are therefore unfit for their purpose. It 
should be remembered that any cloth with 
interstloes iuto which matter may clog ia 
not. 
desirable. Therefore we must reject 


nil the soft dishcloths knit of candle wick 
or any heavy cotton 
It is very difficult 


to keep such knitted cloths sweet and free 
from all suggestion tf "germs." 


A smooth linen crash, such as is ordi- 


narily used on stairs, is about tho stron- 
gest material that can be found. It is stifl 
at first, but in a short time it we^rs soft. 
It is bmooth, and has no mesh iu which 
rfiino and tbe debris o£ food can lodge. It 
can bo easily kept clean, nnd is so strong 
that it can be purified with sal soda and 
scalding water, rinsed and dried in tho 
sun, without being rotted in fiber, us a 
lighter cloth would be. 


This crash costs about S5 cents a yard. 


One yard will make, when hemmed, font 
dishcloths. These four cloths will outwear 
a dozen made of stockinet or any other 
material ordinarily used. 


There should always be an iron dish- 


cloth in every kitchen. Choose one that is 
double, so the hand can be thrust into ic 
to clean kettles. 
The dishcloths with 


scrapers attached to them are awkward ar- 
ticles to handle. It is better to pay a few 
cents more and purchase a good steel 
•era per. 


The best paint and floor cloths are mado 


of small pieces of rein nants of woven meri- 
no underwear. These remnants and scrape 
are sold by the pound at the factories 
where underwear is manufactured. A 
year's supply of now, strong pieces may be 
secured in this way for the expenditure of 
S6 or 30 cents. 


Such cloths are loosely woven, and have 


a certain percentage of wool in their make, 
which renders them soft. They are alto- 
gether better than any hard cloth of heavy 
cotton. They absorb water bettor and are 
more easily washed out. 


The good housekeeper of today invarinbly 


hems her dusting cloths, which she makea 
of a soft cheesecloth, about 13 or 1* inches 
square. 


Both dish cloth sand dusting cloths should 


be put through tho wash regularly and a 
fresh supply given out each week. This is 
done in order that they may pass inspection 
regularly. 


They should be Trashed out carefully ev- 


ery day they nre used and dried ut least 
once in the 24 hours in the open air. This 
will prevent any danger of "death in tho 
dishcloth" in the shape of mold and the 
germs of disease BO often bred in putrid 
and offensive cloths.—New York Tribune 


How Children Should Sleep. 


Strand, restful sleep, both by night and 


by day, Is more easily induced If from the 
flrsfc the child be taught to lie on its stom- 
ach and face. The only necessary precau- 
tion against suffocation is the provision of 
a smooth, flat, somewhat hard hair mat- 
tress without A pillow. The advantages of 
tills position are many. Some one has said 
that half the diseases of infancy result from 
keeping the stomach too cold and the other 
half from overheating the spine. By adopt- 
ing tbe position suggested as the uniform 
one during the hours of alcep the stomach 
and abdomen are kept so warm OH to pre* 
vent colic and stomach ache and materially 
to aid the digesttvo process, while the spine 
jtad back of the head are no longer over- 
heated by the increased temperature of. the 
sleeping child.

COMPRESSED AIR CYCLES. 


Ifaw TbT«« Wb«el«n Tbat Are t& B« ITaed 
b the Mall Serrtoe. 


One ot tbe latest things in wheels 


•hown at the cycle show is the com- 
pressed air tricycle, from which great 
things are expected. Considerable atten- 
tion has been directed to the merits of 
ttiia row machine, and already it hafl 
attracted the official eye. In Chicago a 
number of tricycles of thia description 
Will be pnt on trial for postal purposes, 
said it in tbe object of the postoffice to 
auoatitnte tricycle mail earners for the 
aystem now iu vogue. The trial of the 
new comprised Mr tricycles will be 
made over the long strotohea of boule- 
vards and sparsely settled districts on 
the onO&irts, and if the test proves irac- 
eesaful the machines will bo nsed all 
over the city. 


The results from the present system, 


vhem horsee are employed, are given at 
the covering of SS miles in eight honrs. 
With the tricycl«a it is estimated that 
the same distance can. be covered and 
the same amount of work done in font 
hours. The compressed air tricycle is in 
appearance much the same as the ordi- 
nary carrier tricycles which has be- 
come snch a common object upon the. 
streets of nearly all large cities. Under 
the handle bars, however, iu the new 
machine, there is a email compressed ail 
tank, and the lever by which the action 
of the air is governed 18 between tie 
handles. For tho postal service the two 
wheels are in front, and between them 
IB the receptacle for mail matter. 


The adoption of horees eomo littla 


time since was in the line of obtaining 
qniokor dispatch of collection and deliv- 
ery, as was also the trolley mail car 
now in operation in the larger cities, 
and the move npon the part of the Chi- 
cago postal authorities looking to the 
superseding of the horse by tho -com- 
pressed air tricycle is also designed to 
secure still quicker dispatch and at the 
same time rednce the operating ex- 
penaes. If successful in Chicago, the 
scheme w 111 be taken tip in other cities, 
where favornble conditions exist for the 
running of the motor tricycles.—New 
York Advertiser.
